Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SECTION 1. That section twelve, of chapter ten, of the
revised statutes of Minnesota, be amended so as to read as
follows :

Sec. 12. The citizens of the several towns of this state
qualified to vote at general elections, shall annually assem-

aono»i ble and hold town meetings in their respective towns on
tonnmeetlDgtO ,, -, rr, -j *• -\r . , i i • , ,behew. the second luesday of March, at such place in each town

as the electors thereof, at their annual town meetings from
time to time appoint, and notice of the time and place of
holding such meeting shall be given by the town clerk by
posting up written or printed notices in three of the most
public places in said town at least ten days prior to said
meeting.
